ONE of Canterbury’s most historic 
sites could become the latest venue 
for bands with the announcement 
that a series of open-air gigs is being 
planned for St Augustine’s Abbey 
next summer. 

And it is hoped 
it will ease the 
demand for a 
new venue capa¬ 
ble of hosting 
live music. 

The owners of 
the popular 
Orange Street 
Music Club are 
in talks with 
Canterbury council over staging a varied pro¬ 
gramme of events, from jazz to indie bands. 

Orange Street owner Stefan Coley said: “We are 
working closely with the council on this and its 
excellent economic development group. 

“Previously St Augustine’s has not been used to 
any great extent because of the new licensing 
laws, but it is looking very positive and we expect 
to be putting gigs on next summer.” 

The promoters and the council agree that the 
city’s lack of grassroots music venues could be 
stunting cultural life in Canterbury. 

And they are looking at the abbey - where the 
saint himself was buried - as a venue for bands 
with crowds of about 500. 

Mr Colley said: “Is there a lack of grassroots tal¬ 
ent in Canterbury? No. Is there a lack of venues? 
Yes, I think there is. There is a desire for a mix¬ 
ture of entertainment. The population of

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Uni's raiders of the 
lost arts dig deep

THEY may not have gotten 
hold of a crystal skull, but 
the archaeology department 
at the University of Kent 
has received donations from 
the world’s real life equiva¬ 
lents of whip-wielding hero 
Indiana Jones. 

The Canterbury campus is now 
home to the recently created centre 
for the history of archaeology and 
some of the world’s leading archaeolo¬ 
gists have agreed to donate archive 
material to it. 

The collection will now include the 
archives of University of Cambridge 
experts Professor Lord Colin Renfrew 
and Professor Anthony Snodgrass, 
who have donated details of excava¬ 
tions. 

Slides and artifacts have also come 
from other sources, including univer¬ 
sities in the USA, as the centre’s aim 
is to explain the theory of archaeology 
and how it can be used to further 
understand different cultures, reli¬ 
gions and societies. 

The facility opened in March this 
year and received funding from local

Dr Evangelos Kyrakidis is a lectur¬ 
er in the prehistory of the Aegean 
region and director of the centre. 

He said: “We are delighted to launch

As this is an understudied 
field within archaeology in relation to 
its importance we hope the centre will 
act as the catalyst promoting research 
and fostering excellence in teaching.” 



Power loss due to 
two offline stations 

BLACKOUTS across much of East 
Kent last week were caused by two 
power stations going off-line within 
minutes of each other according to 
the National Grid. 

The firm would not reveal which 
power stations suffered the failures, 
or what had caused the problem. 

The power stations unexpectedly 
came off the network within two 
minutes of each other last Tuesday, 
shortly after 11.30am. 

A National Grid spokesman said: 
“The system operated to protect the 
majority of demand, automatically 
disconnecting a small proportion.” 


Unattended bag sets 
off bomb scare 

STAFF and students at the 
University of Kent are being warned 
not to leave bags unattended after a 
bomb alert led to an evacuation of 
the premises. 

The alarm was raised when a 
“suspicious” bag was found in the 
Templeman Library by a member of 
staff. 

“He was vigilant and activated the 
university’s bomb threat and evacu¬ 
ation procedures,” said a university 
spokesman. 

“As part of this procedure, Kent 
police were called and took swift 
and appropriate action.” 


Date set for DJ's sex 
charges hearing 

DJ Barry Bethell will answer 
charges of sexual assault and child 
pom in November. 

Bethell, made famous in the early 
90s on the Slimfast adverts, is 
charged with possessing indecent 
photographs of children. He was 
originally arrested in February. 

Bethell, 64, of Kimberley Grove, 
Seasalter, had denied charges of sex¬ 
ual assault and downloading child 
pornography. The DJ pleaded not 
guilty at a preliminary hearing, and 
was remanded in custody until his 
trial on November 11. The case will 
be held at Canterbury Crown Court.

Cabbies to be our 
city ambassadors? 


GUIDED: If things go to plan then your next cabbie could be able to give you a guided tour of Canterbury's best bits

THE city may be getting a whole 
new army of ambassadors to pro¬ 
mote attractions such as the cathe¬ 
dral, river punts and the Westgate 
Towers, as well as pubs and restau¬ 
rants to visitors...local cabbies. 

A council meeting on Thursday discussed the 
plans, which would involve drivers being asked 
to learn about local history and culture - as well 
as know which are the best short cuts to avoid 
busy streets. 

They could even find themselves in special 
uniforms and carrying marked umbrellas if the 
full scale proposals are given the go ahead. 

Drivers in Gateshead, Nottingham and 
Gloucester are already taking part in the 
“ambassadorial scheme” - but it was rejected by 
their counterparts in Brighton after a trial. 

Now members of the council’s scrutiny man¬ 
agement and review sub-committee have been 
told about the proposals - but they need to be 
discussed further before any decision is taken. 

Tourism manager Neil McCollum compiled a 
report into the idea for a “higher level of cus¬ 
tomer care” to be offered by taxi drivers. 

He said: “The schemes are in the main based 
around a nationally accredited customer care 
course called Welcome Host as this is recognised 
as being able to give the level of additional cus¬ 
tomer care relevant to drivers. 

“The course was designed for people such as 
hotel workers, who have frequent contact with 
members of the public - but it can just as easily 
be applied to cab drivers.” 

In some towns where the scheme was put into 


operation the course was broadened to include 
the knowledge of local amenities and history - 
to enable drivers to act as tour guides if required 
to do so by passengers. 

The initial proposals also suggest uniforms 
could be adopted in order to show passengers 
which drivers had successfully taken part in the 
programme. 

Brighton pioneered the scheme in the UK 
more than a decade ago but it has since “fallen 
by the wayside”. 

A Brighton and Hove council spokesman said: 
“There has been a change of administration 
since the idea was first adopted, but it was about 


giving drivers an ‘ambassadorial role’ in promot¬ 
ing local attractions. 

“However it has since tailed off and fallen by 
the wayside. To be honest I’m not sure if it ever 
really got started.” 

But local authorities in Gateshead and 
Nottingham said it had proved a success and 
visitors had praised it. 

Council officers in Canterbury now say they 
need to find out how many local drivers would 
be interested in taking part in the scheme. 

It is possible incentives such as discounted 
licence fees and priority taxi rank spots could be 
offered to those who sign up. 


Red Sands Radio 
to blast out on 
to the airwaves 

TOUR operators Bayblast are to spon¬ 
sor Red Sands Radio, which will be 
broadcasting from the sea forts off the 
coast from Wednesday, July 4. 

The company, which operates high 
speed boats from Whitstable and 
Herne Bay, running trips along the 
coast, has also transported equipment 
to the WW2 structures. 

The station can be heard on 1278 
Khz from its opening day until 
Sunday, July 13.

Canterbury is expanding at a fan¬ 
tastic rate and with the new rail 
link more people are going to be 
moving down from London. 

“They are going to expect a cer¬ 
tain level of cultural entertain¬ 
ment which at the moment is not 
provided in the city.” 

Canterbury council’s licensing 
manager Roger Vick said: “All the 
city offers in the late evening and 
early morning is booze - and that 
is part of the problem. 

“We would like to give people 
something to do other than get 
drunk. Part of the problem is the 
size of premises. There are not 
many places that take 200 people, 
which is what you need to make 
this sort of thing viable.” 

The council is looking at alterna¬ 
tives to the standard venue, 
including licensing St George’s 
Street for daytime entertainment 
such as street theatre. 

There is a long tradition of holding concerts at 
historic monuments, with both Sting and psy¬ 
chedelic rockers The Grateful Dead playing 
shows at Cairo's pyramids. 

Pink Floyd filmed a live concert, albeit 
without an audience, at Pompeii, Italy, while 
Radiohead have performed in a Roman 
amphitheatre in the south of France. American 
band The Doors staged a concert on top of a 
Mayan temple in Mexico in the late 1960s. 


THE fate of Orange Street Music 
Club, Canterbury’s only dedicated 
grassroots music venue, will be 
decided in three weeks after a licens¬ 
ing decision was deferred last week. 

Householders living nearby the 
popular club have complained about 
noise, and nuisance behaviour from 
drinkers frequenting the bars in the 
area around Orange Street. 

Now the council’s committee 
agreed to adjourn the hearing to 
allow the proprietors to finish sound 
insulation work being carried out, 
and to investigate further measures 
to minimise the amount of noise 
audible to those living nearby. 

Heavy curtains and double glazed 
windows were two possibilities dis¬ 
cussed at the meeting on Friday. 

The current work must be finished 
this week, after which Canterbury 
council’s senior environmental 


health officer Julie Oates will go to 
the club when a band is playing to 
assess its effect. 

Other items to be discussed at the 
next hearing include a possible 
acoustic engineer’s report, and 
whether to impose restrictions on 
how far away sound from the club 
can be heard. 

The hearing was called when four 
residents living nearby complained 
to the council after claiming noise 
from the club kept them awake. 

Owner of the club, Stefan Colley, 
said: “We totally understand the 
views of residents. We have signifi¬ 
cantly improved the soundproofing 
on two walls within the last three 
weeks and some of those who wrote 
objections have been in since then. 

‘We try and make the venue as cul¬ 
turally rewarding as possible within 
a seven day period.”

They all have their own personalities and 
they’re a friendly bunch.” 

Eleven-year-old Ethel, and Kushdi, Jamie 
and Abigail all aged 9, live on a farm in Pean 
Hill between Whitstable and Canterbury. 

The pigs eat just £20 worth of sownuts - 
grain-based feed pellets - a month, getting 


through eight scoops every other day. 

For the past decade they have been part of 
the Stanley family, even joining the Christmas 
Day celebrations. 

Mrs Stanley said: “It’ll take someone quite 
mad to take them on. It needs a certain type of 
person. You really get out what you put in 
though. In the summer we go and have picnics 
with them, and on Christmas Day I take a 
hamper of food out to them.” 

Mrs Stanley rents an acre-and-a-half of land 
for £50 a month, but says the owner would be 
happy for it to accommodate other animals too 
as long as the rent is paid. 

She said: “They’ve been quite spoilt really 
with their acre and a half of land. But the 
farmer is great, and if someone wanted to keep 
chickens or goats there too I’m sure he would be 
happy with it.”

RISE AND RISE OF 
ART TOWN FESTIVAL 

A RECREATION of moments from 70s comedy classic The Fall and Rise of 
Reginald Perrin will form part of the Whitstable Biennale, a festival which 
celebrates the town's increasing importance as a centre for the arts. 

The sea, beach huts, the streets and even trains will feature in an ambi¬ 
tious and adventurous programme which runs from June 21 to July 6. 

It will also include works sited in various parts of the town with one-off 
performances taking place each weekend. 

These include films starring Peter Cushing such as Star Wars and Hammer 
horror classics involving an audience and a hypnotist, a symphony played by 
ice cream vans, a cabaret and a pub quiz with no right or wrong answers. 

Scenes from the BBC Reginald Perrin series - which featured a harassed 
middle aged executive who faked his death on a beach before inventing vari¬ 
ous bizarre schemes - will be enacted at various spots around the town. 

At 2pm on the opening day of the festival it will be launched by the arrival 
of a boat called the Celeste, which is covered in 60,000 mirror tiles. 

It will be visible from the shoreline and is a tribute to the pirate radio ship 
Mi Amigo which broadcast off the shore during the 1960s. 

A radio station on board will send out sounds across the north Kent coast, 
mixing local talent with classic sounds from the pirate era. 

Among the other features will be a sculpture called The Drowning of 
Tuvalu, where lime concrete artifacts become submerged by the incoming 
tide, and a plasticine animation film voiced by Good Life star Richard Briers. 

A spokesman for the event said: "We have a wide range of artists and 
their creations on display and many are of international renown. 

"Whitstable is increasingly becoming known as a place for the arts and 
we are celebrating that."

Scorcese on film set

TWO lecturers from Christ 
Church University had a chance 
to see legendary filmmaker 
Martin Scorsese in action when 
they visited the set of his latest 
movie. 

The Taxi Driver director, who recently had 
a hit with Shine a Light, a concert film fea¬ 
turing the Rolling Stones, is filming thriller 
Shutter Island near Boston in the USA, 
where Bryan Hawkins and Eddie McMillan 
were allowed on set. 

Due to be released early next year it stars 
Leonardo DiCaprio as a US marshall on the 
trail of a women, accused of murdering her 
children, who is on the run from an asylum 
for the insane. 

Based on a book by Dennis Lehane it will 
feature flashback sequences set in Dachau 
concentration camp. 

Mr Hawkins said: “It was strange arriving 
in Boston and then finding ourselves trans¬ 
ported back to Dachau - there was even fake 
snow. 

Morris teams at 
pub on the green 

A MORRIS dancing spectacular takes 
place this evening (Wednesday) bringing 
together two of the county’s top teams. 

Whitstable-based Dead Horse Morris 
and the East Kent Morris Men from 
Ashford will be joining for an evening of 
dancing at the Flying Horse in Boughton 
Aluph from 8pm. 

The form of dancing dates back at least 
500 years and involves white costumes, 
bells and sticks - or in the past, swords. 

It is one of the few dance forms to be 
associated solely with England even 
though the USA has more than 150 groups 


“The visit was arranged by Mr Scorsese’s 
editor Thelma Schoomaker-Powell who is an 
honorary fellow of the university and we dis¬ 
cussed some future research projects.

Operated by a top secret branch of the US 
Government it is an experimental facility 
with a cordoned off area conducting night¬ 
marish research. 

The novel ends with a Sixth Sense-style 
twist by a writer whose other novel Mystic 
River was filmed to great acclaim but Gone 
Baby Gone proved controversial because of 
its similarity with the real life disappearance 
of Madeleine McCann.

Please tell us a bit about yourself: 

A I have studied in Manchester, Oxford, 
Canterbury and London, from which I 
have a BA in Fine Art and an MA in Book 
Arts. I have exhibited in the UK, Europe, 
Korea, USA and Australia, with works in both 
public and private collections. I work mainly 
as Per Se Press, making small editions or one- 
off books using combinations of letterpress, 
printmaking, photography, watercolour and 
computer print. Painting, printmaking and 
photography I do under my own name. 

QWhat inspires you to create something? 

A Inspiration comes from anywhere. 

Recently, I was woken very early by the 
dawn chorus. At first I was irritated, then 
when I got up to make tea I was suddenly 
inspired to turn these sounds into a small 
book. After that I was more interested in what 
form the book should take than my lack of 
sleep. 

QWhy do you work across so many different media? 

A The medium depends on the message, to 
paraphrase a famous book. 

Q Are there any you prefer, or is it dictated by the nature 
of the piece? 

A Both watercolour and pastel for the deli¬ 
cious colour possibilities, but sometimes 


drawing or photography are more to the point. 

Q You have been involved in projects and teaching posts 
across the country. Do you take inspiration from your 
locality, or do you find yourself returning to regular themes? 

A I find my work is returning to certain 
themes which have been with me since the 
beginning. I have become a true romantic. 

The beauty of the local woods and the little 
hidden valleys around Canterbury, and the 
sunny disposition of the climate here feature 
in most of what I do; however, there is also a 
strong literary element intertwined with the 
visual. 

Q You went to art college and have been involved in artis¬ 
tic pursuits ever since. You must have wanted to pursue 
an artistic career from an early age? Why is this? 

A I think this artist was bom rather than 
made. My earliest memory is aged three, 
perched on a large tree stump with a drawing 
book and paints beside me. 

There was never a question of any other 
career in my mind. 

Q In a lot of projects, you have worked jointly with other 
artists. Why is this, and how is it different to working 
alone? 

A lt is invigorating to bounce ideas off other 
people, especially when the project is a 
large one. To admit one cannot manage every¬ 
thing can be liberating. However, when it 
comes to actually making work I have to make 
a particular decision if I am to accept anyone 
else’s intervention in what I do. 


I made an 18ft long silk book jointly with an 
artist called Mark Nelson, by taking turns in 
the process of creating the pages, then a day’s 
printmaking together using gold dust. This 
was an unforgettable experience as every¬ 
thing turned to gold, in and out of the studio, 
and we were both happy with the result. 

A Are there any well known or local artists you particular¬ 
ity admire? 

A There is everything to be gained from look¬ 
ing at as many artists as one can; my admi¬ 
ration is not only for how they find their own 
voice, but for the sheer persistence and gritty 
determination which most artists have, to 
overcome the time-consuming banalities of liv¬ 
ing. Locally, I love the landscapes of George 
Rowlett from Deal, because his work is physi¬ 
cally so different from mine, and I have to 
acknowledge the endless help and advice I 
receive from Felix Zakar, a print and fellow 
book-maker who lives in Canterbury. 

« How important do you think large scale public art proj¬ 
ects, such as The Angel of the South to be built at 
Ebbsfleet,are? 

A This is a difficult question. I can see that it 
is viewed as prestigious and exciting for 
the county to commission large scale works for 
visitors to experience. But, as a practitioner, I 
feel art might be better served by a more fluid 
and ongoing approach, for example the build¬ 
ing and maintenance of a superb gallery in 
each city in Kent. This might draw in local 
people and visitors alike.

Drivers urged to vote 
no to increased toll

MOTORISTS across the county 
have been urged to join a protest 
against a planned 50 per cent price 
hike in toll charges at the Dartford 
River Crossing. 

The rise in the fee from £1 to £1.50 to enter or 
leave Kent by the River Thames follows an 18- 
month public consultation into the future of 
charging and is expected to be introduced in 
the autumn. 

This is despite the original cost of building 
the two tunnels under the River Thames and 
the QE2 Bridge over it having been met in 2002 
- with the legal authority to charge a toll expir¬ 
ing in April 2003. 

The toll is being regarded by critics as anoth¬ 
er stealth tax on motorists. But supporters say 
drivers will save between 10pm and 6am when 
crossings will be free. 

Gordon Henderson, the Conservative parlia¬ 
mentary candidate for Sittingbourne and 
Sheppey, wants families in Kent to sign an 
online petition calling for Prime Minister 
Gordon Brown to scrap the charge. 

Scandal 

He said: “Most motorists in Kent use the 
Dartford Crossing at some time and many peo¬ 
ple use it regularly. 

“It is a scandal that although the cost of con¬ 
structing the crossing was covered years ago, 
we poor motorists are still being stung for 
almost £100 million each and every year. 

“To propose increasing the cost by 50 per cent 
is quite simply daylight robbery.” 

The crossing between Dartford and Thurrock, 
is operated jointly by Le Crossing Company Ltd 
and the Department for Transport. 

A DfT spokesman said that any suggestion of 
scrapping the charge would be counterproduc¬ 
tive and compromises were already in place. 

He said: “We recognise that traffic levels are 


bad but we are already taking steps to try and 
reduce the level of congestion through the Dart 
Tag scheme and dropping charges at night. 

“Our modelling shows that at peak times the 
bridge and tunnels can be overwhelmed so the 
fee is intended more as a congestion charge, 
which is then lifted at quieter times.” 

The department says that congestion levels 
would rise if the ‘user fee’ for the bridge and 
tunnels was scrapped and is keeping the origi¬ 
nal £1 charge for those drivers using its pre¬ 
paid Dart Tag system. 

However, the online petition on the No 10 
Downing Street website states that removing 
the toll booths would significantly reduce the 


amount of traffic queuing up on either side. 

It also states that the exhaust fumes generat¬ 
ed by the cars waiting in line causes unneces¬ 
sary environmental damage and that the 
delays add extra expense to business and 
transport costs. The latest demand on drivers 
comes as the Government is facing mounting 
pressure over rising fuel costs. 

As KOS Media reported last week, nearly 100 
truckers from Kent joined a fleet of 500 lorries 
which converged on Downing Street to protest 
at the crippling cost of diesel for haulage firms. 

Mr Brown has since warned that high oil 
prices are here to stay, following a meeting with 
industry bosses last week. 


Police to get 
more beat 
time with 
hand-helds 

KENT Police has been chosen as one of 
27 forces across the UK to receive fund¬ 
ing so it can invest in hand-held com¬ 
puters. 

The force will receive £1.9 million in 
funding to cover the costs of 1,100 
portable computers for patrol officers. 

A further 150 mobile information 
devices will be installed into marked 
police cars. Nationwide the scheme is 
costing a total of £50 million. 

The new devices will allow officers on 
patrol to access police databases and 
complete some of their necessary 
paperwork without having to return to 
a police station. 

Supporters of the scheme say this 
will allow them to have more time in 
the front line and some of the equip¬ 
ment has already been trialed success¬ 
fully across the county. 

On the streets 

Assistant Chief Constable Steve 
Harris said: “Officers have to 
spend time accessing police database 
systems and completing paperwork in 
police stations rather than spending 
time on our streets where they are 
most needed. 

“While paperwork is a necessity for 
every force, this initiative will help 
officers use their time effectively and 
allow access to database systems 
whilst remaining a visible presence 
within the community.” 

Policing Minister Tony McNulty said: 
‘We are investing in new technology to 
make crime fighting more effective and 
to save officers' time. 

“This £50m capital fund will deliver 
10,000 mobile data devices to forces 
nationwide. 

“It is just one element of a range of 
improvements we are delivering to cut 
unnecessary bureaucracy, exploit new 
technologies and enable police officers 
to spend more time on front line 
policing.”

THIS year is the 50th 
anniversary of the Kent 
Wildlife Trust and it is to 
be marked by the biggest 
survey of the county’s 
natural species ever 
undertaken. 

The trust, which has Absolutely 
Fabulous actress Joanna Lumley 
as its patron, manages 60 nature 
reserves covering 7,500 acres. 

During the year a total of 
800,000 copies of This is Your 
Wildlife Survey 2008 will be dis¬ 
tributed to households. 

The survey asks seven ques¬ 
tions covering issues such as the 
importance of wildlife sites and 
the animals, birds and fish which 
live there, the role of councils and 
other bodies in protecting the nat¬ 
ural environment, what more 
needs to be done in this field and 
the importance of the countryside 
in political terms. 

It also includes a calendar of 
events and details of the trust 
itself, which manages a range of 
habitats, including coastal areas, 
woodland, downland, forest and 


marsh as well as rivers and lakes. 

Chief executive John Bennett 
said he feels the findings of the 
survey will prove valuable in 
pointing the way forward for work 
to preserve the county’s natural 
heritage for coming generations. 

He said: ‘We’ve been protecting 
wildlife in the Garden of England 
for 50 years now and we want to 
ensure the next 50 years are even 


more productive. We want to 
know what people think to inform 
the work of both the Trust and the 
county’s decision makers.” 

The first 135,000 leaflets will be 
delivered in the coming weeks 
across the east of the county. 

A series of events called This is 
Your Wildlife are being held 
across the county to mark the 
trust’s 50th anniversary. 


The next major event will see a 
free family day being held at the 
trust’s largest nature reserve, 
which includes the area around 
Sandwich and Pegwell Bay. 

It takes place on the weekend of 
June 21 and 22 from 10am to 
4pm, when visitors can take part 
in guided walks, classes in 
wildlife, specialist photography 
and various activities for children 
at different areas of the reserve. 

The area includes beaches, salt 
marshes, sand dunes and mud¬ 
flats which are home to an inter¬ 
nationally important selection of 
birds, particularly waders and 
wildfowl. 

Hundreds of visitors were also 
treated to a rare wildlife display 
earlier this month at the first This 
is Your Wildlife event. 

The trust’s Marden Meadow 
nature reserve, near Staplehurst, 
was opened to the public so they 
could see thousands of green¬ 
winged orchids combined with 
masses of buttercups as the per¬ 
fect backdrop to displays of 
wildlife. 

Slices of the largest bird seed 
cake ever made to mark the 50th 
anniversary were served to visi¬ 
tors. The cake was made at the 
trust’s headquarters in 
Maidstone. 


High Speed One could become continental 


EUROTUNNEL is considering putting in a 
bid to buy the new high-speed rail line which 
will link major towns in the county with 
London from 2009. 

Franchise operators like South East Trains 
would then pay Eurotunnel, which owns and 
runs the Channel Tunnel to use the fast track. 

The move comes after the company complet¬ 
ed an internal restructuring which has 
restored it to financial health by rearranging 
existing financial commitments. 


Making an offer for the rail link between 
London St Pancras and the Channel Tunnel is 
a natural move for Eurotunnel, who already 
counts Eurostar as a client according to bosses 
at the cross channel link operator. 

The new rail line - called High Speed One - 
will cut journey times to London from towns 
such as Ashford, Folkestone, Canterbury and 
Ramsgate by around one half of the existing 
timetable. It will also make Medway quicker 
to get to from the City of London than places 


in the capital itself, such as Clapham and 
Wimbledon - traditionally affluent suburbs. 

Eurotunnel boss Jacques Gounon said he 
would be looking at ways of growing the busi¬ 
ness, including the bid for the high-speed line 
when it is put up for sale in the coming 
months by Government-backed London and 
Continental Railways. 

“Eurotunnel now has a strong balance sheet. 
We will certainly consider the high-speed line,” 
said Mr Gounon.

Warning: A cure's 
great, but we must 
still wash our hands 

THE news that scientists could be on the 
brink of a cure for MRSA has been broadly 
welcomed by a hygiene and infection con¬ 
trol campaigner. 

A research firm based in Brighton is 
already carrying out human trials on the 
drug and claimed their discovery could be 
used in hospital wards to prevent spread of 
the infection by 2011 and within six years 
could cure patients. 

But Tony Charlton, whose mother-in-law 
was one of 90 patients to die during super¬ 
bug outbreaks at hospitals in Maidstone 
and Tunbridge Wells, urged caution. 

He said: “I was delighted by the news and 
the possibility it could be used for 
Clostridium difficile in the future. 

“My only reservation is, will it stop people 
concentrating on basic hygiene? If some¬ 
thing can be cured then people tend to pay 
less attention to the basics.” 

Mr Charlton, who has been campaigning 
tirelessly to raise awareness about super¬ 
bugs since the untimely death of his “very 
fit and active” 86-year-old loved one, com¬ 
pared the discovery of a cure to the over 
reliance on antibiotics. 

New cures and treatments are needed 
now because infections have become resist¬ 
ant to antibiotics, he said. 

MRSA, which killed 134 people in Kent 
between 2002 and 2006, causes fewer 
deaths than C diff but can leave people 
severely disabled. 

KOS Media is running a campaign to pro¬ 
mote basic hygiene at home and in hospi¬ 
tals and healthcare centres across the coun¬ 
ty. 

Simply washing your hands is currently 
the best way to help healthcare profession¬ 
als beat superbugs.

MP Julian Brazier has praised 
Canterbury Christ Church University’s 
new multi-million pound music centre. 

The purpose-built building will provide 
Canterbury and Kent with its first perform¬ 
ance space dedicated to classical music. 

Mr Brazier said: “This project will provide 
Canterbury and the rest of Kent with some¬ 
thing that is lacking - a concert hall for the 
community. It is an imaginative idea and 
designed so it will not dominate the church. 

“It will certainly set the seal on Canterbury 
as the cultural capital of South East England 


and emphasise Christ Church’s role as a cen¬ 
tre of excellence. I’m delighted to endorse this 
project and shall do all I can to support it.” 

Mr Brazier visited Christ Church late last 
month, where he was shown a model of the 
building and taken on a tour of the site where 
the centre will be built. 

The new centre will be set in the grounds of 
the Grade II listed St Gregory’s Church, which 
is owned by the university and used for con¬ 
certs by students and visiting musicians. 

The university says the £8 million initiative 
reflects a county-wide need, as there is cur¬ 
rently no purpose-built space for music any¬ 
where in Kent. A substantial proportion of the 
funds to build the centre have already been 


secured and Christ Church has launched an 
appeal for further external funding. 

The music centre will incorporate a 350-seat 
auditorium, rehearsal and practice rooms, and 
a space for music therapy practice. 

It will be used by the university’s depart¬ 
ment of music, the community and is expected 
to attract world class visiting musicians. 

Music department head Professor Grenville 
Hancox said: “The new music centre will help 
to regenerate this area through the arts and 
this project is equally important in terms of 
regional regeneration as anything else.” 

The project will also include substantial 
landscaping of the St Gregory’s site and the 
creation of a sculpture park.

No exact date for the start of operation has 
yet been finalised, but it will definitely take 
place this month according to National Health 
Service bosses. 

The clinic will be in a refurbished building 
on the site and will offer a mixture of appoint¬ 
ment and ‘walk-in’ services with patients 
either to go directly or be referred by a GP. 

Assistance will be offered in the areas of 
sexually transmitted infectious diseases, 



access to condoms and other forms of contra¬ 
ception as well as advice on safer sex. The unit 
will also provide HIV treatment and care. 

Confidential 

A spokesman for the Eastern and Coastal 
Kent Primary Care NHS Trust said: “We are 
committed to providing facilities in the com¬ 


munity to enable patients to get the care and 
treatment that they need. 

“The issues of teenage pregnancy and 
instances of sexually transmitted diseases are 
just two reasons why sexual health has to be 
taken more seriously by the public.” 

The trust is also operating a free confidential 
advice service on such matters by telephone. 

The Sexual Health Helpline on 01303 
228808 offers advice on location, dates 
and times when clinical services, emergency 
contraception and outreach help can be 
obtained. 

The service operates between 9am-5pm 
from Monday to Friday, with a recorded mes¬ 
sage to assist callers who phone outside of 
these hours. 


Scout movement in 
need of new leaders 

A LACK of leaders has left thousands of 
Kent children on waiting lists to become 
Beavers, Cubs and Scouts. 

There are 11,750 boys and 2,350 girls on 
waiting lists, some of whom were signed up 
shortly after they were bom, and many of 
whom will never be able to take up a place. 

Tony Dunn, 63, Akela of the Banning 
Scout Group in Maidstone, blames modem 
lifestyles for the dearth of young leaders. 

“It’s very understandable,” he said. 
“People travel to work, have a long 
demanding day. They’re not going to msh 
to commit more of their time.” 

He said the most satisfying part of being 
a scout leader was watching young people 
grow and develop. 

He added: “Scouting produces better- 
rounded adults. It helps youngsters look 
after themselves and others develop the 
social skills sometimes missing in modem 
life. Youngsters need to get their hands 
dirty and try different things.”

GROUNDING OUT: St Lawrence rebuild is to go ahead 

KCCC chairman 
dispels doubts 
over £10m plan 

THE ambitious redevelopment of St 
Lawrence Cricket Ground will go ahead 
despite the economic downturn according to 
cricket bosses. 

Reports on a leading international cricket 
website this week cast doubt on the project 
amid claims work had not yet started. 

But the club says although things are 
moving slower than expected, the ambi¬ 
tious £10 million scheme faced no threat. 

Work had been due to begin in April to 
breathe new life into the site and transform 
it into a year-round business capable of 
making more money off the pitch than on it. 

The scheme includes a hotel, health and 
fitness centre and conference facilities at 
the historic ground on Old Dover Road, plus 
a facelift for the pavilion. 

Club chairman, George Kennedy admit¬ 
ted in a statement to supporters that the 
project is progressing “a little slower than 
we would have liked”. 

But the club’s partners, Persimmon 
Homes South East and Vantage Hotel 
Developments Ltd, remain upbeat. 

Mr Kennedy, said: ‘We are making good 
progress with our commercial partners. 

“Inevitably, in the current climate, the 
momentum for the project is a little slower 
than we would have liked.”

Spread of oilseed rape is 
destroying our green fields 


SPRING coming to an end: the 
blue bells are fading in the woods 
and that other sign of spring has 
started to disappear, bright yellow 
fields. 

I’m not sure that great yellow slabs of bright 
yellow in the countryside are natural but they 
certainly are striking. The ubiquitous oil seed 
rape plant is everywhere. 

When I say everywhere I mean everywhere. 
The junction 10 roundabout of the M20 is fes¬ 
tooned with the stuff. At least it makes a pleas¬ 
ant change from the traffic lights out of order 
sign as you slowly make you way round it. 

The stuff seems to grow in the most unlike¬ 
ly places: on pavements, on top of bus shelters, 
in a tramp’s ear.

Zenon’s screen career began in chil¬ 
dren’s television, which led to him creat¬ 
ing his own kids’ show Crazy Cottage. 

He was a pioneer of street magic, has 
appeared on numerous television pro¬ 
grammes and is a regular guest in 
Countdown’s Dictionary Comer. 

Hill was educated at Cranbrook School, 

Kent, and gained a medical degree before 
taking a drastic change of direction into 
comedy. 

He has enjoyed a hugely successful 
career as a stand-up and sketch comedi¬ 
an, having hosted several of his own 
radio and TV series. 

His hit TV review show, the surreal 
Harry Hill’s TV Burp, recently picked up 
two BAFTAs. 

Mack is also no stranger to trophies, 
having been part of the BAFTA award¬ 
winning team on ITVs The Sketch Show. 

His self-penned sitcom Not Going Out, in which he stars 
with Tim Vine and Sally Bretton, has picked up two 
gongs and his radio series The Lee Mack Show was nom¬ 
inated for a Sony Radio Award.

“a variety show with a modem twist”. 


“Until fairly recently variety shows had a bit of stigma, 
but people have discovered that they’re not old-fashioned 
as long as the acts aren’t,” Zenon said.

AFTER eight weeks of sporadic 
additions to the inaugural Hop 
Farm Festival, the line-up is final¬ 
ly complete. 

The last place on the bill - for all you Guess 
Those Bands addicts out there - was given to 
Carbon/Silicon, a punk rock quartet boasting 
former Clash superstar Mick Jones. 

Unfortunately, there was no room available 
for my GTB prediction of Belinda Carlisle. 
Accordingly, I scored no points. 

While clearly angered/disappointed that fes¬ 
tival organisers overlooked Mrs Carlisle, 
famed for worldwide smash hits such as 
Heaven is a Place on Earth, Circle in the Sand 
and (We Want) The Same Thing, the line-up is 
still incredibly strong. 

Los Angeles-based indie stars Everest are 
set to take the stage after Carbon/Silicon, with 
critically acclaimed soloist Laura Marling set 
to follow. 

Guillemots are next up, with revered US 
singer Rufus Wainwright filling the mid-point 
of the one-day event’s musical offerings. 

My Morning Jacket, Supergrass and Primal 
Scream will then perform before making way 
for headliner Neil Young to bring proceedings 
to a close. 

Organiser Vince Power said the Hop Farm 
Festival would be different to mainstream 
summer events such as Reading/Leeds and V. 

He said: “I’ve been watching the festival 
market for the last couple of years and I just 
felt that it was frustrating for the punter that 
there was such a big emphasis on sponsorship, 
VIP and upgrading your ticket to get into a 
special area. 




“We did an online survey and the feedback 
was among young fans that often the person 
buying the ticket ended up feeling the lowest 
on the pecking order.

“I thought it was time to go back to basics 
and let it be about the punter and the music. I 
think you will see a change in festivals com¬ 
pletely in the next two or three years. 

“Bands rely on live performances much more 
than they did in previous years, the market is 
changing and I think the bigger bands will 
have a lot more input into the festivals 
because it is clear they could do their own fes¬ 
tivals if they want to.” 

The open air Hop Farm Festival takes place 
on Sunday, July 6, with gates opening at 
11.30am. 

Tickets cost £49.50 plus a booking fee. (The 
Best of Belinda Carlisle Volume One is cur¬ 
rently £5.99 online).

SINCE Sex And The City ended on 
UK screens in 2004, the series’ 
leading lady Sarah Jessica Parker 
has sat in hotel rooms around the 
world promoting romantic 
comedies such as The Family Stone 
and Failure To Launch.

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Express travel is elegant

WE are all sophisticated train 
travellers these days - able to 
appreciate elegant cabins, gourmet 
dinners with fine wines and 
discreetly attentive service. 

At least we are if we can afford the fares 
charged by Orient Express. And what really 
knocks your socks off is the sheer childish thrill 
of lying in bed on a train, just a few feet above 
the tracks, as it rolls onwards through the night 
into a dark mysterious landscape. 

I woke long before the Asian dawn, partly to 
relish the experience of watching the full orange 
moon and the stars beyond my window, and 
partly to be ready to see daybreak as we 
journeyed on towards Bangkok. 

It does not disappoint. It is not just the strange 
splendours of the scenery - the brilliant green 
paddy fields, the water lily-covered ponds, the 
distant smoky mountains - it’s the storks and 
egrets catching their breakfasts, the water 
buffalos lumbering into action, the cyclists who 
wave as they wait at the crossings on their way 
to work, all the homes on stilts with their 
lovingly-tended household shrines. 

We are on the inaugural run of a new journey 
by the Eastern and Oriental Express from the 
Laos border down to Bangkok, and the 
excitement has been palpable from the moment 
the guard waved his flag at Nong Khai station. 

The new Eurostar might be all about the

speed, but here in south-east Asia the whole 
point is to travel at a more leisurely pace to 
savour the surroundings. So our train does not 
hurtle along, it progresses at a stately 40mph 
and because much of the trip is along a single 
track there is a certain amount of stopping and 
waiting in a siding for other trains to pass. 

Nor is the journey as physically smooth as 
with modem Western trains. Travelling in the 
aftermath of the rainy season, we realise the 
track is more spongy and hence more bumpy. 

By contrast, inside the train everything is 


lavish and gorgeous: the last-word in luxury is, 
after all, what people are paying for. 

The interiors, by the same team who worked on 
sister train the Venice Simplon Orient Express, 
use wooden marquetry veneers, Chinese and 
Thai lacquer, Malaysian motifs, wall carvings, 
engraved mirrors and hand-embroidered silks. 

As well as the sleeping compartments, which 
come in three styles and sizes - the Pullman, 
the State and the residential - there are two 
restaurant cars, a bar car with pianist, and a 
saloon car with reading area and tiny boutique 
selling themed trinkets. There are 40 local and 
European staff to look after the 132 passengers. 

Dinner involves everyone dressed to the nines 
for a feast that combines the flavours of East 
and West. Entertainment comes in the form of 
traditional Thai dancers. 

While we’ve been enjoying ourselves our 
stewards have been transforming the ‘day 
setting’ of our compartments into welcoming 
bedrooms. 

In the morning they bring us breakfast and 
reverse the process before we make our way 
slowly into the teeming heart of Bangkok. 

Bangkok was where our journey originally 
began. This was only the last leg of a trip which 
included three days in Thailand’s capital and 
three in Laos’s capital. 

The two cities make a fascinating contrast: 
Bangkok bustling, vibrant, proudly monarchist, 
a riot of colour and noise and round-the-clock 
activity; Vientiane is softer, sleepier, once 
French-colonial, now firmly Communist cousin. 

The Eastern and Oriental Express offers a 
quite unique perspective of the Far East in the 
21st century.

Check out rental 
cost before letting 

PROPERTY owners looking to let on a 
casual basis should be aware of the com¬ 
plexities of entering the rental market 
according to experts. 

Homeowners who need to relocate but 
are unable to sell in the property market 
downturn are increasingly turning to 
the rental market for a solution. 

According to the Royal Institution of 
Chartered Surveyors’ latest survey of 
members, 28 per cent more reported a 
rise in new tenant lettings than a fall. 

However, John Heron, managing 
director of market analysts Paragon, 
said would-be landlords risk being 
caught out by a number of costs they 
have not been taken into account. 

They also need to be aware of the leg¬ 
islation that applies when renting out. 

For example, if the property is mort¬ 
gaged, the lender’s approval will be 
needed for a change of tenure. 

The rent set should take into account 
void periods and repairs; it is standard 
practice for a lender to insist that rent is 
at least 125 per cent of monthly mort¬ 
gage repayments. 

Also tax implications need to be fully 
understood as authorities are clamping 
down on landlords who are not making 
full and accurate declarations. 

Committee wants 
VAT cut on repairs 

A PROPOSAL to cut VAT on property 
repair and maintenance has been put 
forward by the influential House of 
Commons Community and Local 
Government Select Committee. 

Members said such action would allow 
landlords to carry out repairs they may 
otherwise have not been able to fund. 

The report said that the tax rate 
means that some properties which 
are just about habitable could 
become derelict because of a lack 
of incentive to undertake improvements 
by landlords. 

It adds that any financial assistance 
would help to bring such homes back 
into the mainstream housing market. 

The proposal will go before MPs for a 
full vote but the majority are believed to 
be in favour of a cut which could reduce 
the 17.5 per cent rate to just five. 

Brian Berry of the Federation of 
Master Builders supports the move. 

He said: “The high rate of VAT on 
building repair acts as a disincentive for 
landlords to maintain their properties. 


New roof? No worry, 
say intrepid buyers

PROPERTIES in need of renovation 
are proving popular with buyers look¬ 
ing for a bargain in the current hous¬ 
ing climate. 

More than half the people who took part in a 
recent survey by lenders said they would be inter¬ 
ested in buying a home and working to get it into 
prime condition. 

The research also revealed that period proper¬ 
ties are more popular than modem homes - even 
if they need work done on them. 

Across the county period homes in places such 
as Canterbury, Faversham Rochester and coastal 
towns have been among the most popular on the 
market. 

Buyers say they like the fact that the homes 
have character and by renovating they can easily 
put their own vision into place - something far 
more difficult to achieve in a purpose-built mod¬ 
em home on an estate or development. 

Features such as inglenook fireplaces and origi¬ 
nal beams were among the most popular features 
which appear in home built in previous decades. 

But the major reason is buyers are willing to 
undertake work on home improvements them¬ 
selves in an effort to avoid paying top prices for 
desirable homes. 

A total of 52 per cent of respondents to the 
national survey by Yorkshire Bank said they 
would consider the idea of acquiring an older prop¬ 
erty in need of some work. 

This is despite the fact that 42 per cent of those 
who took part agreeing that an older home is a 
“financial gamble”. 

Gary Lumby, the bank’s head of retail, said: 
“During the property boom of recent years homes 
in need of repair typically attracted property 
developers with their eye on turning a profit. 

“However, in the current climate it seems house 
buyers are also on the lookout for a bargain and 
will take on relatively major renovation work, 
such as replacing a roof or rewiring, if it helps 
them to secure their dream home for a more 
affordable price.” 

The survey found 57 per cent of men would not 
be deterred in taking on DIY tasks whereas the 
figure for women was 49 per cent. 

But young professionals bucked the trend 
towards period homes with 69 per cent saying that 
a ready-made home needing no work was top of 
their property wish list.

IT comes to every busi¬ 
ness - the time to hand 
on the baton of power to 
someone else.

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Gutsy Hariand fails to 
to qualify for Beijing

GEORGINA Hariand ran through 
the pain to help Great Britain win a 
silver medal at modem pentathlon’s 
World Championships, but a disap¬ 
pointing overall performance ended 
her hopes of Olympic qualification. 

Even before damaging a calf muscle in the 
final event, the 30-year-old was well out of 
contention. Her 30th-place finish means the 
Canterbury athlete will not have a chance to 
add to the bronze medal she won in Athens 
four years ago. 

The competition in Budapest was Harland’s 
last chance to qualify for Beijing and she need¬ 
ed to finish on the podium to force her way into 
the Great Britain team. 

Valuable 

After recording the fourth best score in 
Thursday’s semi-final, hopes were high for 
Hariand as she beat her three team-mates to 
cruise through. 

But in Saturday’s final, Hariand was in 
trouble from the first event. Her score of 153 
points on the shooting range was the worst of 
the 36 competitors. 

A 20th-place finish in the fencing event and 
14th in the swimming saw her climb the 
leaderboard, but she still trailed the medal 
positions by some distance. 


Hariand recorded the second best score in 
the riding, but it was still not enough to close 
significantly on the leaders. 

Although a podium finish was highly unlike¬ 
ly, she still had a chance to move up the field 
with her strongest event, the 3km run. 

It was going to plan until 500m from the fin¬ 
ish when Hariand was struck with a calf 
injury. With valuable team points still needed, 


she kept going. 

Her Olympic dream was ended, but her 
efforts ensured she left with a medal in the 
team event. 

Pentathlon GB performance director Jan 
Bartu said: “She was in severe pain and 
limped to the finish. We only beat Hungary to 
silver by two seconds, and that was thanks to 
Georgina’s effort.”

Cricketers’ Association website, shows 
Fulton practicing the pull shot, but a ball 
was fed into the machine before he looked up 
and hit him between the grill and peak of his 
helmet. The 36-year-old had to undergo 
major surgery and miraculously was back 
leading Kent eight weeks later. 

Fulton decided to release the video five 
years after the incident to warn players about 
the importance of taking out insurance. 

The PCA will pay £25,000 for a player 
under-21 who suffers permanent disable¬ 
ment and £20,000 for a player over the 
age of 34.
